The Am- 
erica« loss in killed and wounded was 
a hu%dred and ninety, and In prisoners 
nine hundred.

Brantford Indian Hera 

People in Brantford. Ontario, are 
proud of the Brant memorial tn Vic¬ 
toria park at that.ylty. It was erected 
s little over a quarter of a century ago 
te commemorate the loyalty and hero¬ 
ism of a man who was known as “the 
greet chieftain and warrior Thayvn- 
dluaga. The name of Brent will live 
throughout CanedUn history, and his 
mvaiflln t.» tn«> itrfiinn • a 
be forgotten.

Louts Rial, a clever hair-breed 
leader, lived Just across the border and 
in July. 1154. moved to Duck Lake In 
the Northwest with hls entire family, 
and there began a systematic rebellion 
amongal the Indiana. That they had 

grievances .. was tio doubt, but at 

that time parliament had been asked to 
look lute them, and steps towards re¬ 
lief were even then tinder way. Rlet 
made them discontented, and incited 
them to demands that were beyond all 
reason, and refused to see the necessity 
of delay. The mounted police foresaw 
u clash, and at Baloche closely watch¬ 
ed Riel. He started a provisional gov¬ 
ernment. seised public stores at Duck. 
Lake, and at Ratlleford. and other 
place#, defied the mounted police and 
such volunteers as could reach there, 
tfoon Eastern Cs ads was afiamo, and 
from all points there here volunteers. 
It was winter, sod there wae. greet 
difficulty tn reaching the scans of the 
trouble. Major-General Mlddletmi and 
air AHoipht Caron fthe mi nister of 
militia) hurried troop# there, and sev¬ 
eral engagements followed.

The rebellion Was Anally quelled and 
Riel und eight others, hanged at Regina. 
A {number of Canadian# lost thotr live#, 
and the memorial at Winnipeg was one 
for the part they took, and all Cana¬ 
dian volunteers rereived a grant of 
prairie Innd. or Its cash equivalent ah a 
reward TMe put a fihal .end to the 
trouble In the Nortbwhst. and also did 
good by paving the way for better ad¬ 
ministrative conditions.
